Hleks, and made the plea that they 
were ignorant of the percentage of 
alcohol. Herman Friedman, a mem- 
ber of the firm of A. M. 1-aevlsoti & 
company, was sworn for the defence 
and he te*tifted that there were two 
standards of "Trtnpe rifle" as manu- 
factured by his firm; ns» contained 
a alight tr*ce of alcohol, while the 
second has less than one |>er cent ol 
alcohol.’ He said It wa* his Inten- 
tion to sell the weaker standard to 
Adams.
